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Fear over break-ins as route near homes to reopen 

REVAMP FOR PATH 
DESPITE PROTESTS

A DERELICT pathway that has 
not been used for 20 years will 
get a £40,000 overhaul to open 
it up again - but residents are 
not happy with the plans. 

Work has not yet begun on the path¬ 
way, which joins Hamstead Road to 
Newton Road in Great Barr. 

It is overgrown and unkept with trees, shrub¬ 
bery and litter and has become a haven for 
youths to hang out. 

The potential plans have caused great con¬ 
cern for residents after a number of attempted 
break-ins within the last year, with youths 
climbing over the fences and into gardens. 

Resident Gary Brown, aged 59, lives next to 
the pathway in Hamstead Road. 

Mr Brown, director of a forklift truck com¬ 
pany, said: “We were away on holiday when 
someone jumped into our garden, but they 
couldn’t get in, so they jumped over into the 
next garden. Luckily they were caught by po¬ 
lice. To redo the pathway doesn’t make any 
sense to me. Us taxpayers will be funding some¬ 
thing that nobody has used for the last 20 years. 

“I’ve been back and forth with the council as 
they’ve had this in planning for nearly a year. 
Don’t they have a responsibility not to waste 
the money collected from the rate payers of 
Sandwell? 

Complaints 

“There is a perfectly good pathway linking 
Heather Road to Newton Road just 60 yards 
from here, so two in such close proximity is ri¬ 
diculous and unnecessary. 

“Ideally I would like to see the pathways 
gated off with keys handed out to residents.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabinet member 
for highways and environment, said: “This is a 
complicated matter and council officers are still 
looking into it and no final decision has yet been 
made.” Graham and Sheila Marston-Price, 
whose house had an attempted break in on 
Hamstead Road, have both said they ‘extremely 
worried’ by the proposal to revamp the path¬ 
way. Mr Marston-Price, aged 76, said: “I don’t 
think anyone is very happy about it. I’d be very 
pleased if this didn’t go ahead. We’ve lived here 
for over 20 years and never known anyone to 
have used it.” 

Newton Ward councillor Joyce Underhill 
said: “I understand and share the residents’ 
concern and worry. However as far as I’m 
aware the council have a legal obligation to do 
something about this pathway as it is a desig¬ 
nated walkway. In my 25 years of being at the 
council I’ve never known that pathway to be 
maintained at all.”

Around 1,700 jobs are under threat in the 
Black Country after the company entered 
administration. Workers were due to meet 
with MPs before a debate in the Commons 
on the issue. The Caparo bombshell came 
after around 2,200 jobs went at the SSI mill 
at Redcar and another 1,200 at Tata Steel 
in Scunthorpe and Scotland.

Sandwell Council has approved an ap¬ 
plication to demolish the Cradley Heath 
Factory Centre in Woods Lane. 

The demolition of the factory units forms 
part of long-awaited plans to convert the 
site into a residential area. 

The council said it had granted approval 
to enable the restoration of the site. 

A new Woods Lane Link Road is also set 
to be built from Cradley Road to aid the 
development. 
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Heir could face retrial after girl dies

A MILLIONAIRE’S son who caused 
a car crash that left a little girl brain 
damaged may face fresh charges follow¬ 
ing her death nine years later. 

Cerys Edwards died on Saturday aged 
nine. She was just 11 months old when 
the car she was in was hit head-on by 
Antonio Singh Boparan, leaving her 
paralysed and unable to breathe with¬ 
out a ventilator. 

Boparan is the son of Ranjit Singh 
Boparan, who owns the West Bro¬ 
mwich-based 2 Sisters Food Group 
and had been driving at 70mph on a 
30mph road. He served six months of 


a 21-month sentence after being found 
guilty of dangerous driving. Only 19 at 
the time, he was driving on the wrong 
side of Streetly Lane in Sutton Coldfield 
in a Range Rover Sport, owned by his 
parents, when the crash happened. 

West Midlands Police confirmed the 
case maybe reviewed but it was unclear 
at this stage whether further action 
would be taken.Cerys was awarded £5 
million compensation in 2012, along 
with a guaranteed annual payout of 
£450,000 to help pay for her care bill.A 
statement issued on Boparan’s behalf 
following Cerys’s death reiterated 


his ‘sorrow and regret’ over the inci¬ 
dent.The Boparan family went on to 
set up the Boparan Charitable Trust in 
2009, fronted by Antonio Boparan and 
his mother Baljinder. 

Boparan, now 28, was jailed again 
earlier this year for his involvement in 
a Birmingham bar fight, which left one 
man blind. He pleaded guilty to violent 
disorder and assault in the VIP room 
of Brindleyplace’s Nuvo Bar last April. 

He was sentenced to 12 months for 
his involvement in the fight - throwing 
the victim to the floor and kicking him 
in the head. 


Hundreds join fight for 
junction traffic lights 

HUNDREDS of people have 
signed a petition calling for new 
traffic lights at a busy junction 
on the Birmingham New Road. 

Residents led by Gordon Laird have 
gathered 600 names in support of in¬ 
troducing safety measures following a 
spate of crashes. 

People living near the junction are ask¬ 
ing the council to take action and believe 
traffic lights would help to improve safety 
for drivers and pedestrians. 

Mr Laird has been supported by Dud¬ 
ley North MP Ian Austin and Councillor 
Margaret Aston, who are both backing the 
campaign. 

The junction, on the border of Dudley 
and Tipton, leads to Woodcroft Avenue, 

Wrens Avenue and Silverthorne Avenue. 

Councillor Aston said there was a lot of 
support safety measures at the junction fol¬ 
lowing a series of accidents. 

There have also been complaints about 
speeding drivers in the area. 

Concerned 

“Local people are clearly really con¬ 
cerned about this with 600 backing new 
lights to help prevent accidents. 

“I want the council to listen to them and 
look at what safety measures can be put in 
place.” 

Mr Austin added: “Anyone who travels 
down the Birmingham New Road regularly 
will know that speeding is a problem on the 
road, and I’m really concerned by recent 
accidents. 

“I’ll be working hard to speak up for the 
600 local residents that want new traffic 
lights to tackle this problem and make the 
road safer for everyone.” 

The petition was handed in to council 
bosses by Councillor Aston and Mr Austin 
last Friday. 

There have been a series of accidents 
on the Birmingham New Road in recent 
months. Craig Griffiths aged 26, from 
Netherton, was killed after his car collided 
with a lamp post near the empty King Ar¬ 
thur pub at the junction with Priory Road 
on September 29. 

The car enthusiast, who leaves a five- 
year-old daughter, had been planning to 
follow in his father’s footsteps as a truck 
driver and was said to have had a bright 
future ahead of him.

A NEW knife surrender bin has 
been unveiled in Black Country, 
encouraging people to voluntari¬ 
ly give up weapons and help save 
lives. The bin, placed in West 
Bromwich High Street, is part of 
Sandwell’s six-week Safer 6 cam¬ 
paign which moves its focus to the 
area next week. 

Under the Word 4 Weapons 
programme, which was originally 
set up in London but has now ex¬ 
panded to the West Midlands with 
support from the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Commissioner, 
thousands of weapons have already 


been collected. People can help save 
lives and reduce the fear of being 
injured or killed by voluntarily giv¬ 
ing up weapons in the secure bins, 
which is now the 12th to have been 
placed in the West Midlands after 
its unveiling on Monday. Sandwell 
Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “We must all do what 
we can to tackle the serious issue of 
knife crime. 

“The culture of carrying a 
weapon is one we must try to erad¬ 
icate. This bin gives people who 
have them an opportunity to de¬ 
posit them in a safe way, without 


fear of prosecution.” Deputy Police 
and Crime Commissioner for the 
West Midlands Yvonne Mosquito, 
who attended the unveiling, said: 
“The knife bins give people a place 
to safely off-load items, which 
could instead destroy lives.“I 
would like to express my thanks to 
the organisations that have agreed 
to host the bins”

Steel crisis 
shockwaves 
feared for 
other firms 

FEARS are growing that the shock- 
waves from the UK’s steel crisis will 
spread throughout the manufacturing 
sector. More than 34,000 jobs at 1,700 
companies across the Black Country 
rely on the supply of steel. 

And experts point to Black Country 
engineering group Caparo as just the 
first manufacturer to be dragged down 
by the crisis. Oldbury-based Caparo In¬ 
dustries put 16 of its businesses, employ¬ 
ing 1,700 people, into administration 
last Monday. While buyers are already 
coming forward for parts of the group, 
some Caparo companies may face clo¬ 
sure with job losses potentially running 
into the hundreds. 

Manufacturing companies are seen as 
increasingly at risk as the supply of UK 
steel is hit by the loss of production at 
the Redcar steel mill and the Tata sites 
in Scunthorpe and Scotland. 

Across the UK’s manufacturing heart¬ 
land of the Midlands there are 12,500 
companies, employing 260,000 people, 
that are in some way, dependent on 
steel, according to data from the West 
Midlands Economic Forum. 

Paul Forrest, from the Forum, said 
that in the Black Country around 4,200 
people were employed at companies in¬ 
volved in basic metals production. An¬ 
other 18,300 were involved in fabrication 
work, 4,500 in machining and manufac¬ 
turing, 5,500 in vehicle manufacturing 
and another 1,900 in transport. 

“Not every job is at risk,” said Mr For¬ 
rest. “But they could all be impacted to 
some extent or another.” 

Motorcyclist 
dies after crash 

A MOTORCYCLIST has died after a 
crash involving a car in Birmingham. 

Emergency services were called to the 
junction of Queens Road and Church 
Lane in the Aston area of the city. 

Paramedics were unable to save the 
man, who had suffered severe injuries. 

West Midlands Ambulance spokesman 
Murray MacGregor said: “An ambulance 
arrived on scene four minutes after the 
999 call. On arrival staff found a young 
man with very severe injuries. 

“He was placed in the ambulance and 
staff carried out advanced procedures 
but despite all their efforts, tragically, it 
was not possible to save him and he was 
confirmed dead at the scene. The woman 
driving the car was uninjured but very 
shaken by the incident.” The crash hap¬ 
pened at around 8.15pm last Tuesday. 

Pub set to open 
an hour earlier 

A PUB in West Bromwich will now open 
an hour earlier in a bid to compete with 
nearby cafes. The Island Inn, in Kenrick 
Way, was granted permission to open 
at 7am by Sandwell Council’s licensing 
committee. Pub bosses were keen to 
take advantage of the breakfast trade. 
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Combined 
authority 
welcomed 
by council 

SANDWELL Council has agreed to 
join forces with six other authorities 
to make a West Midlands Combined 
Authority - but council leaders have 
assured there will be no ‘Birmingham 
dominance’. 

The council is the last authority 
to commit to the combined author¬ 
ity plans - but leaders stressed the 
council will continue to work as it 
currently does. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, said: “There has been 
some significant work and thought 
gone into this, but we are now com¬ 
mitted to joining a combined author¬ 
ity. But let me make it clear that 
Sandwell council joining this will still 
remain Sandwell Council. 

“There will be no Birmingham 
dominance in relation to this. 

“Sandwell Council will continue to 
set its own council tax and provide its 
own local service - everything that it 
does it will continue to do. 

“It will allow us to have a better 
say on what is going on in the region 
in terms of economic development, 
transport, jobs and skills basis. 

“Seven of us working together can 
be a very powerful voice for this re¬ 
gion. And the consultation has made 
overwhelmingly positive so far. 

“It’s about bringing government 
down to a local level,” he said. 

A combined authority will legally 
allow councils to work closer together 
on key strategic issues such as trans¬ 
port links and major regeneration 
projects which cross council bounda¬ 
ries. 

Trust makes £l.3m 
from parking fees 

THE trust that runs Sandwell and 
City hospitals made £1.3 million from 
car parking fees last year, it has been 
revealed. 

The Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust raked in 
a total of £1,340,607 during 2014/15. 
Of that amount, £709,000 came from 
people parking at City Hospital and 
£631,000 at Sandwell General Hos¬ 
pital. It follows the revelation that 
bosses at the trust had ruled out of¬ 
fering free parking for half an hour. 

Chief nurse Colin Ovington said: 
“Our car parking charges are fixed 
at the average rate for hospital trusts 
in the West Midlands, and charges 
for lengthy stays are deliberately set 
below other organisations.We con¬ 
stantly keep charges under review.”

Heseltine criticised as steel row erupts

LORD Heseltine has been branded 
‘unhelpful’, ‘insensitive’ and a ‘po¬ 
litical dinosaur’ by politicians in the 
Black Country after his comments 
about steel worker job losses. 

The former Tory deputy prime min¬ 
ister said now is ‘probably as good a 
time’ as any for steel workers to lose 
their jobs and it would be ‘very expen¬ 
sive and questionable’ for the Govern¬ 
ment to seek to keep plants open. 

Wolverhampton South East MP 
Pat McFadden has now said ‘there is 
nothing good about’ his comments, 
while West Midlands MEP and UKIP 


councillor Bill Etheridge said Hesel¬ 
tine should be ‘put out to pasture’. 

And Andrew Johnson, Wolver¬ 
hampton’s cabinet member for re¬ 
sources, insisted it is ‘in the long term 
interest of the economy of the UK’ to 
be able to produce steel itself. 

Mr McFadden said: “These are very 
insensitive comments. There is never 
a good time for anyone to lose their 
job. 

“Communities like Redcar and 
Scunthorpe have been hit very hard 
in recent weeks. Thousands of job 
losses have been announced. 


“Recent history means my constitu¬ 
ents know more than the most about 
the bitter pain of steel job losses. They 
mean lost incomes, lost pride and 
hope and can be devastating for the 
families involved. There is nothing 
good about it.” 

Mr Etheridge has worked in the 
steel industry for 20 years. He said he 
was ‘angry’ at Heseltine’s comments 
and that the Lord had shown ‘a com¬ 
plete lack of understanding’. 

“It’s time this political dinosaur is 
well and truly put out to pasture,” he 
said.

100 vacancies 
at NHS trust 

A RECRUITMENT event is being 
held by Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust to help fill 
more than 100 vacancies. 

The trust, which runs Sandwell 
Hospital, will hold an open event for 
potential new recruits on November 
14. Bosses are looking to fill 110 full¬ 
time positions across the trust’s sites. 

It follows the recruitment of extra 
midwives and health visitors as part 
of a £500,000 investment boost the 
service offered to mothers and fami¬ 
lies in July.

Tribute to Joel 
with science lab

‘SAVE our steel’ - that was the mes¬ 
sage from protesters who pitched up 
outside a Black Country Caparo site 
where hundreds of jobs are at risk. 

Around 20 members of the GMB union 
waved flags and placards outside of the as¬ 
sembly factories on Rood End Road, Oldbury, 
to show support for the 1,700 Black Country 
employees who face being out of work after 
the firm was put into administration. 

They were joined briefly by staff just about to 
begin their afternoon shift on Friday. West Bro¬ 
mwich West MP Adrian Bailey also showed his 
support at the demonstration and has vowed to 
put pressure on Parliament to introduce measures 
which will safeguard the British steel injury. 

Stuart Richards, senior organiser for GMB, said: 
“We have got people who have worked here for 20 
to 30 years on this site. 

“They have built their life around this company. 
They have mortgages, they have children, they 
have dependence. They all depend on earning a liv¬ 
ing. People are extremely worried. This is not just 
about the loss of their job but part of their life.” 

There are three parts of Caparo Industries based 
at Rood End Road. 

Business 

The firm makes automotive parts for companies 
such as Honda, Ford, Rolls Royce and British Aer¬ 
ospace. In total 16 of its 20 associated companies 
have been place into administration and are now 
being handled by PwC - formerly Pricewater- 
houseCoopers. There has been interest from some 
businesses looking to take over parts of the Caparo 
group but Mr Richards said it was ‘unrealistic’ to 
think all of the companies could be saved. “The 
major objective here at this site is to encourage 
suppliers to continue supplying the company and to 
help administrators look for potential buyers,” he 
added. “The other long-term objective is to support 
the British steel industry.” 

One of the factors which is now being scrutinised 
is Caparo’s lucrative venture to develop a road legal 
supercar in 2007. Some have already pointed the 
finger at the project’s heavy costs. 

“I know that is one of the things the administra¬ 
tors are looking at,” said Mr Richards. 

“They are being tight-lipped about that but if 
there has been mismanagement with the project 
then that really needs to be looked at.” The an¬ 
nouncement about Caparo’s troubles on Monday 
were shortly followed by the news Tata Steel were 
to axe 1,200 jobs in Scunthorpe and Lanarkshire. 
The Sandwell company’s woes are seen as part of 


a national crisis as well as its own internal issues. 

The cut-price supply of steel from China has been 
touted as one of the major reasons for British firms 
struggling to compete. 

Mr Richards added: “We have published an inde¬ 
pendent report this week that says imported steel 
from China is mislabelled in such a way it does not 
attract the right amount of tax. 

“It is something the Government needs to look at. 

“We are in danger of losing this site and it will 
impact on more than 1,500 Black Country workers. 
But you have got all of the supply chain as well. The 
automotive industry is all fairly local and this puts 
the workers at all of those companies in jeopardy.” 

The West Midlands Economic Forum estimated 
that the Caparo crisis would have major implica¬ 


tions throughout the Black Country with an esti¬ 
mated 34,000 jobs at 1,700 companies in the area 
dependent on the supply of steel. 

Labour MP Adrian Bailey said: “This is a grim 
day for employees in the Black Country. It is a re¬ 
flection of the wider problems within the steel in¬ 
dustry and the indifference of the government to a 
situation which has been obvious for a long time.” 

During a Commons debate Prime Minister David 
Cameron said: “Of course, we’re doing everything 
we can in Europe to help our steel industry. That is 
why we voted in favour of dumping tariffs against 
the Chinese and we’ll do everything we can to help 
our steel industry, including looking at how we help 
on high energy usage and the clearances that we 
need with that.”

BEHOLD, a bright new golden age 
dawns between Britain and China. China’s 
President Xi and his wife get three nights in 
Buckingham Palace, a ride in a golden car¬ 
riage and a meeting with William and Kate. 
Chinese tourists get cheaper travel visas 
to visit Britain. We Brits get a new nucle¬ 
ar power station which won’t be finished 
until 2025 and will then produce electricity 
twice as expensive as it is now.

Tributes for mother in cancer tragedy

“CRYSTAL was very bubbly, softly spo¬ 
ken and kind-hearted.” Tributes have 
been pouring in for a mother of two from 
the Black Country who has died just days 
after being diagnosed with terminal stom¬ 
ach cancer. 

Crystal Chambers, aged 32, was told by 
her doctor that she had just 48 hours to 
live. The devoted mother, from West Bro¬ 
mwich, had visited her doctor and hospital 
several times during the last two years but 
the cancer remained undiagnosed until 
just three weeks before her death. 

She was told to prepare for the worst 
after it was found the cancer had spread to 


her lungs and bones. Three days later, she 
was then given the devastating news that 
she had just 48 hours to live and was told 
she should say goodbye to her seven-year- 
old son and two-year-old daughter. 

Despite the grim prognosis, determined 
Crysti battled on for another three weeks 
but passed away in her mother Sandra’s 
arms on October 15. 

In a statement, Crystal’s family, said: 
“Please take from this a lesson, that if you 
or any of your loved ones feel ill and not 
happy with the care or diagnosis that you 
receive, please challenge it until you feel 
that all medical investigations have taken 


place.” Now a group of friends, including 
Marcella Conner, are raising money in her 
memory to help try and secure her chil¬ 
dren’s future. 

Marcella, 31, said: “Crystal was utterly 
devoted to her two children. The family 
are absolutely devastated. Crystal had 
been suffering stomach pains for two 
years and kept going to her GP and the 
hospital, but nothing was done.” 

A fundraising page set up in Crystal’s 
memory has raised more than £4,700, 
which will go towards building a vital ex¬ 
tension on Sandra’s two-bedroom home to 
help accommodate Crystal’s children. 


we're not unhappy, 
say borough chiefs

SANDWELL has been named as 
the second most miserable place 
in the country by a new study. 

Its residents are miserable, on low 
wages and dissatisfied with their lives, 
compared with other parts of the coun¬ 
try, according to the report, which also 
named the borough as the second least 
prosperous area. 

But the study, compiled by think tank 
The Legatum Institute, which placed 
Sandwell joint second with Liverpool in 
terms of how miserable its residents were, 
has been questioned by the borough coun¬ 
cil’s deputy leader Steve Eling. 

He said: “These reports all tend to go on 
if you are deprived you must be miserable, 
it’s not true. 

“Average salary isn’t a measure of any¬ 
thing apart from average salary. There is 
always someone coming up with some sort 
of survey. If you did a survey of people lo¬ 
cally it would probably come up with some¬ 
thing different. I find people are miserable 
in the South East and they earn more 
money - you couldn’t find more miserable 
people and they are wealthier than we are, 
that’s the impression I get. 

Earning 

“I don’t see people walking around mis¬ 
erable. That’s why I question the method¬ 
ology of the report.” 

Sandwell’s mayor Councillor Barbara 
Price said: “The borough of Sandwell is de¬ 
prived but people seem to be quite happy 
with how things are. Everybody wishes 
they could have a bit more money, not just 
in Sandwell, but it is not always the case 
that those earning the least are the most 
miserable. 

“On the whole, what I’ve found from 
being mayor is that people seem to be 
happy with how Sandwell is.” 

The study ranked areas based on average 
salary and life satisfaction. 

For its inaugural Geography of Prosper¬ 
ity index, The Legatum Institute compared 
the prosperity of 170 areas across Britain. 
It combined the Eurostat’s data on gross 
domestic product for UK local areas and the 
ONS’s well-being statistics. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton performed even worse in the survey, 
being ranked as the most miserable and 
least prosperous place to live in the UK.

But residents have reported new 
meetings being held on the A41 Black 
Country New Road and Charles Street 
near Asda supermarket and an indus¬ 
trial estate.

One resident, who did not wish to 
be named, said that people living near 
the Black Country New Road have 
complained about being disturbed by 
cars racing. 

“These racers’ cars are so loud. 
They disturb everyone late at night 
racing around,” he said. 

“I know that the police and council 
have this injunction now but it is still 
going on. Cars overtake over vehicles 
and we can see them speeding past 
homes. We just don’t want there to be 
an accident.” 

Sgt Dave Rogers, of the Great 
Bridge neighbourhood team, said 
previously that gatherings had con¬ 
tinuing in the town on Sundays. “An 
operation is in place for duty officers 
to patrol the Great Bridge area at the 
predominant times.

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Watchdog's 
praise for 
police over 
future plans 

WEST Midlands Police has been 
praised for its plans for the future - 
described as ‘outstanding’ by the na¬ 
tional police watchdog. 

Her Majesty’s Inspector of Con¬ 
stabulary (HMIC) found the force is 
‘exceptionally well-prepared’ to face 
future challenges, keep the public safe 
and cut crime in the face of further 
funding cuts. 

The HMIC named West Midlands 
Police as one of only five ‘outstanding’ 
forces in England and Wales. 

A report released this week, says 
inspectors considered the force’s five- 
year change programme, WMP2020, 
‘ambitious and far-reaching’, and also 
praised the force’s mental health tri¬ 
age scheme and work to analyse ‘hot¬ 
spots’ as part of preventative work. 

Deputy Chief Constable Dave 
Thompson said: “We’ve embarked 
on a change programme designed to 
ensure we can continue providing a 
first-class service to our communities 
in the future...it’s pleasing HMIC in¬ 
spectors have recognised our efforts. 

“We’ve made significant financial 
savings in recent years and coped ad¬ 
mirably as a smaller force — a fall in 
total crime of 15 per cent since 2010 is 
testament to that - and the challenge 
now is to make best use of limited re¬ 
sources. 

“We are continually monitoring de¬ 
mand for service and making flexible 
deployment decisions - most recently 
that saw us expand our public protec¬ 
tion unit working in areas such as 
child sexual exploitation and domes¬ 
tic abuse.”

Sandwell Council announced last 
week Leabrook Road, in Wednesbury, 
would be temporarily made one-way 
for repairs to a gas main. The scheme 
will take until tomorrow to complete.

Crews attended Feather stone Jun¬ 
ior School in Erdington, Birmingham 
after the boy became trapped in play 
equipment.

Parking fees to start 
for visitors to valley 


CAR parking charges will be intro¬ 
duced at Sandwell Valley for the 
first time for visitors to the country 
park and farms. 

Sandwell Council says the move will 
generate £200,000 which will be used to 
fund the upkeep of the site and also new 
attractions including a new restaurant. 

A water sports centre, an indoor children’s 
play area and an floodlit football pitch are 
among the other options being conditions. 

Parking fees, ranging from 40p for up to an 
hour and £2 for more than four hours, are due 
to be approved by Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
on November 11. 

It comes after a previous proposal to in¬ 
troduce a flat rate fee of £1 at car parks for 
Sandwell Valley park and farm, Dartmouth 
Park, Forge Mill Farm and Swan Pool was 
scrapped in July 2014 after it proved unpopu¬ 
lar with visitors. 

The council said the decision to introduce 
fees now was being made in the wake of the 
authority needing to make £40 million cuts in 
the next two years. 

Maintained 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and environment, said: “The 
council is taking this decision with reluctance, 
but it is vital we find the money to continue to 
fund maintenance of the Valley facilities. 

“The farms, cafe and the walks in the Valley 
fields and woods are a great asset to the council 
and the people of the borough who enjoy them, 
and they need to be properly maintained,” she 
said. “We have invested heavily over the years 
in the Sandwell Valley Country Park and have 
been awarded the Green Flag status for it and 
the adjoining Dartmouth Park. 

“We now need to keep up the standards and 
expand facilities and I am sure that the many 
visitors to this wonderful park will not feel it 
unreasonable for us to ask for a small contribu¬ 
tion to the costs of this work from car parking 
charges,” added Councillor Crompton. 

People will be able to park for free from 
7am until 9am and after 6pm. The other fees 
include an 80p charge for up to two hours park¬ 
ing, £1.20 for up to three hours and £1.60 for 
up to four hours. Regular visitors can get a 12- 
month season ticket for £40. 

Up to 200,000 cars visit the Sandwell Valley 
parks each year and about 12,000 visitors ar¬ 
rive by car during Bank Holiday weeks.

“The policemen that 
were looking after us said there 
was a real buzz about the Bag¬ 
gies going round the whole of Na¬ 
kuru.”

Leaders 
force the 
issue on 
diversity 

WHAT would you say is your biggest con¬ 
cern about policing at the moment? 

The fact they are closing down police 
stations in half of the Black Country? 
Or maybe the police chief who said we 
should not automatically expect the boys 
in blue to come running when we have 
been affected by something so trivial as 
a burglary. 

Then there is the proliferation of speed 
cameras financed by the booming indus¬ 
try of “speed awareness courses”, where 
motorists pay £90 to spend the day being 
patronised by tedious public-sector types 
to avoid getting points on their licence. 

However, it appears that Home Secre¬ 
tary Theresa May believes there is a more 
pressing issue. A lack of diversity in the 
ranks. I must admit, I was a bit worried 
about that, too. All those sleepless nights 
agonising about diversity targets, they 
take their toll you know. 

Mrs May says not one of the 43 forc¬ 
es in England and Wales looks anything 
like the community they serve. Now, of 
course, it should be a most basic re¬ 
quirement that the police treat everybody 
equally, regardless of race or religion, 
both when dealing with the public and in 
recruitment. But that should be the be¬ 
ginning and the end of the matter. 

Surely, rigging the recruitment process 
to make forces a perfect cross-section 
of society is taking a sledgehammer 
to crack a nut. If we were really serious 
about having a police force that repre¬ 
sents the society we live in, there would 
need to be far more targets. For example, 
the Health and Social Care Information 
Centre says 66.6 per cent of the UK pop¬ 
ulation are overweight. So our officers 
had better make it burgers and chips in 
the canteen, then. 

Also, around one in every 1,000 peo¬ 
ple has a burglary conviction. Does that 
mean we need a few token house-break¬ 
ers? And what about the 500,000 people 
in England over the age of 90? Old folk 
should be represented too. 

An alternative approach is that we 
could just forget all about diversity, and 
choose the best people for the job, re¬ 
gardless of their background. Controver¬ 
sial, I know, but it might catch on.

LEE WATTON tells the remark¬ 
able story of former Japanese 
prisoner of war Bill Wheale 
who has died aged 97 


THE horrific scenes he witnessed 
would haunt anyone for the rest 
of their life - but former prisoner 
of war William Wheale did not let 
these experiences define him. 

And tributes are now being paid to the 
great-grandfather from Tipton, who has 
died aged 97. 

Better known as Bill, his family has paid 
tribute to a man with a terrific sense of hu¬ 
mour and whose greatest pride was that all of 
his five grandchildren attended university. 

During the Second World War, Bill’s unit, 
the 4th Battalion of the Suffolk Regiment, was 
taken captive when the Japanese conquered 
Singapore in February 1942. 

He was marched inland to work on the infa¬ 
mous Burma Railway, a military supply route 
for the expanding Japanese empire. 

Fortnight 

And when cholera hit the prison camp where 
he was held, Bill was put to work burying the 
dead. In a single fortnight his squad were bur¬ 
ying 40 corpses a day - and would not be fed 
until the grim task was completed. 

Bill’s son Roger, 69, said while the experi¬ 
ences had understandably stayed with his fa¬ 
ther for the rest of his life he had not let them 
define who he was. 

And unlike many, he was able to tell his 
family some of the details of what he had wit¬ 
nessed and experienced during his time as a 
prisoner of war - although some of the worst 
experiences were pushed to the back of his 
mind. 

Roger said: “He had the occasional night¬ 
mare but was able to move on. He used to 
share some of the things he had experienced. 

“He used to talk about how the jungle was 
velvet black at night and the sounds of the an¬ 
imals were so loud it was like machinery. Then 


a tiger would make a noise and all of the other 
animals would fall silent for a time.” Roger 
said his father had also talked about the lack 
of food given to the prisoners and the methods 
they used to try and get more sustenance. 

“He always used to say dried yak was too 
chewy to describe and on one occasion him 
and three others had captured a vulture to try 
to eat. They boiled it in an oil drum for three 
days and it was still not edible. They decided to 
try and use it as bait but nothing else wanted 
it either.” Bill also spoke of his first meal after 
being freed in 1945. He used to say: “I ate 27 
rounds of bread and butter and five courses of 
every meal.” 

Roger said he had never really known his 
father to worry about anything. “During 
his time as a prisoner of war he had seen 
everything - beatings, decapitations - the true 
harshness of life and death. I don’t think an¬ 


ything else, any other situation, was able to 
hit him in the same way.” After enduring the 
ordeal of cholera, Bill’s right leg became so 
ulcerated that amputation seemed inevitable. 

His mates scrounged a handful of toilet-dis¬ 
infectant crystals. The camp doctor scraped 
the ulcer away to the bone and covered the 
cavity with the crystals. When the wound went 
septic, a handful of maggots was applied to di¬ 
gest the pus. He survived but it was a close- 
run thing. 

Bill’s war ended when the crew of a sub¬ 
marine spotted the smoke from a fire and 
sent someone to investigate. It was August 
29, 1945. He returned home by slow boat so 
did not arrive back in Britain until the end of 
1945. 

Bill married his wife of nearly 70 years, Ivy, 
now 98, in 1946 at Netherton Church. The 
couple had met in Priory Park, Dudley, before 


the war. His best man was friend Norman 
Sargeant. 

He went to work at engineering firm Horse- 
ley Bridge and Thomas Piggott working his 
way up from clerk to transport manager before 
his retirement in the 1980s. 

Bill is survived by Ivy, Roger, other son 
Adrian, 63, alongside five grandchildren and 
one great-grandchild. 

He died at his home following complications 
with his heart and his funeral was held on Oc¬ 
tober 15 at Gornal Wood Crematorium. Roger 
said: “He was very proud of the work Horseley 
Bridge did and was most proud that all of his 
grandchildren went to university. He had a 
sense of humour and was not above laughing 
at himself. 

“Whatever situation he was in he never 
seemed to worry. He had seen it all. He will be 
deeply missed.”

NHS flu vaccinations to 
carers as well, if the carer 
is aged 18 and over and the 
main carer (including those 
in receipt of Carers’ Allow¬ 
ance) of an older or disabled 
person whose welfare would 
be at risk if the carer was ill. 

With fewer than one in 
ten carers receiving a flu jab 
last year, it is hoped that 
offering busy carers the op¬ 
tion of having a flu jab while 
they’re waiting to collect 
someone’s prescription or 
speak to the pharmacist will 
result in more carers being 
vaccinated. 

So, if you are a carer and 
haven’t had your flu jab yet, 
either contact your GP prac¬ 
tice or visit your local phar¬ 
macy and ask whether they 
are offering the service.

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Jail for axe attacker driven 
by paedophile ring fears 


A FRIEND who accused his lifelong pal of being part of a 
paedophile ring and then attacked him with an axe has been 
jailed for three years and seven months. 

Paranoid Clinton Richards launched the attack on his friend of 30 
years, Gary Owens after claiming to have seen writing on walls saying 
‘kill Gaz’, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. Richards, of Hartle- 
bury Road, Oldbury, lived in the same housing complex as Mr Owens.

It was heard that Richards had 
started to display some ‘particularly 
peculiar’ behaviour. Mr Richard Mc¬ 
Conaghy, prosecuting, said: “Seven to 
10 days before this particular incident 
occurred, Richards reported to Mr 
Owens some of the writing he had seen 
on the wall said ‘kill Gaz’.” 

Mr Owens laughed it off, said Mr 
McConaghy, but then received a text 
from Richards on March 5 saying 
‘things have kicked off. He invited 
Richards over, but the 43-year-old’s 
behaviour became ‘particularly con¬ 
cerning’. 

Mr McConaghy said: “He was sit¬ 
ting, rocking back and forth and began 
to mutter the word ‘Judas’ repeatedly. 
Richards also began to talk about a 
paedophile ring that he thought ex¬ 
isted. He wasn’t particularly coherent, 
but the suggestion was he believed Mr 
Owens was involved.” 

At one point, Richards pulled out 
a knife, swinging it at Mr Owens and 
causing minor cuts, as he said: “I’m 
going to make you bleed out slowly 
through the night.” 

Soon after, Richards kicked Mr 
Owens’ in the face and then picked up 
an axe. Saying ‘I will get the truth out 
of you’, Richards swung the axe twice 
- blade first in the direction of Mr 
Owens’ head, which he avoided, then 
blunt-edge first, connecting with Mr 
Owens’ lower back.

Richards’ partner Emma began 
screaming and the pair left the room, 
then left the flat an hour later. He re¬ 
turned about 4.30am to borrow a bike 
inner tube, and said: “You know how 
my head is Gaz, we’ll talk about it to¬ 
morrow.” 

That morning, Mr Owens’s parents 
took him to Queen Elizabeth Hospital, 
where he remained for a week after 
doctors found the axe blow had ‘shat¬ 
tered’ his spleen. He will be on antibi¬ 
otics for the rest of his life. 

When Richards was arrested he was 
not interviewed due to concerns about 
his mental health. He pleaded not 
guilty to causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent under Section 18, but on 
the day of trial pleaded guilty to the 
lesser charge of causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm under Section 20. 

Mr Stephen Bailey, mitigating, said 
Richards is getting psychiatric treat¬ 
ment in prison and is back on anti-de¬ 
pressants. 

The victim wanted the court to 
know he was not sure if he wanted 
Richards to be prosecuted, Mr Bailey 
said, but did want him to receive help 
for his mental health condition. 

Richards has a history of Class A 
drug addiction and paranoia. 

Mr Bailey said: “If he had been tak¬ 
ing his anti-depressants it would not

Number of civil partnerships in fall 


THE number of civil partnerships 
across the West Midlands has seen a 
sharp decrease since the introduction 
of same-sex marriage. 

Across the region, there were 444 
civil partnerships in 2008 but just 109 
last year. 

The decline is down to the intro¬ 
duction of same-sex marriage laws in 
March 2014, according to the Office 
for National statistics. 


In provisional figures released in 
partnership with the civil partnership 
numbers, 615 same sex couples got 
married in the UK in June of this year, 
compared to 98 in March 2014. Since 
the new laws were introduced, up to 
and including June this year, 7,366 
new same-sex marriages have taken 
place, with a further 7,732 civil part¬ 
nerships being upgraded to marriage. 

Steph Keeble, director at Birming¬ 


ham LGBT, one of the biggest LGBT 
groups in the West Midlands and the 
organisers of Birmingham Pride, said: 
“It’s a triumph for equality. It’s great 
for LGBT members and it’s great for 
the UK.” 

In Sandwell, there were 11 civil 
partnerships in 2008. This decreased 
to six the following year, increased 
again to 12 in 2013 but dropped to one 
last year. 


Vet praises new pet memorial garden

says it will bring comfort to people 
grieving for animals. 

The garden has been opened at 
Sandwell Valley Crematorium, which 
is situated on Newton Road.

Families can choose to have a burial 
plot with a memorial to their pet in 


the form of a headstone or an above¬ 
ground memorial where ashes can be 
placed. 

There will also be a dedicated area 
for families to scatter the ashes of 
their deceased pets. 

Rory Lydon, from Scott Veterinary 
Clinic at Great Barr, said: “As one of 
the local vets I must praise Sandwell 
Council in establishing a pet ceme¬ 
tery, fulfilling a need that is not there 
at present. 

“This cemetery will be a great fa¬ 


cility for grieving pet owners to have 
on their doorstep.” Sandwell Council 
bosses also endorsed the introduction 
of the pet memorial garden. 

Leader of Sandwell Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Darren Cooper, said: “Sadly I 
lost one of my dogs last year and found 
it was difficult to find anywhere like 
this locally. 

“Pets are dear to people’s hearts and 
part of the family so these facilities 
will ensure they get a fitting send off 
and memorial.”

Blind footballer inspires 
Baggies in academy visit 



CELEBRATING the 25th anni¬ 
versary of the Albion Founda¬ 
tion, the whole first team got 
the chance to play blind foot¬ 
ball and Power Chair football 
at the club’s Sandwell Acad¬ 
emy near The Hawthorns. 

Taking tips from Darren Harris, 
Albion’s 40-year-old Paralympi¬ 
an footballer who has more than 
100 caps for England, the squad 
took it turns to try to score with 
blindfolds on before jumping into 
wheelchairs for another drill. 

Laughing and joking about, team 
unity seemed to be strong, but there 
was also a serious message behind the 
day. 

Working in partnership with the 
club, the Albion Foundation uses the 
medium of football to provide sporting 
and educational opportunities to the 
most disadvantaged members of the 
local community. 

The players heard an inspirational 
story from 23-year-old Chris Winston, 
from Hateley Heath, who suddenly 
lost 85 per cent of his sight watching 
an England game on TV two years ago. 

An Albion season ticket holder for 
20 years, Chris now plays for the Bag¬ 
gies’ blind football team and is em¬ 
ployed as a coach at the club. 

Nearing an England call-up, BBC 
cameras were at the event filming a 
segment for Match of the Day 3. 

Suffering from Leber’s hereditary 
optic neuropathy, Chris lost the ma¬ 
jority of his vision in the space of 90 
minutes watching England play Brazil 
in the summer of 2013. 

“One of the hardest things for me 
was going back to the Albion and not 
being able to see how they’re getting 
on. The foundation has done a hell of 
a lot for me,” he said. 

“It started off just playing football 
and obviously losing a lot of my eye-

sight meant I had to stop work. This 
offered me a pathway back into work 
via voluntary work and now it’s got 
to the stage where I’ve been offered a 
paid contract which is really good for 
me because everything’s starting to 
look back up in my life.” 

His story had an impact on the play-

ers. “You wouldn’t know that he had 
a vision impairment,” said defender 
Gareth McAuley. 

“It was a bit surprising when he 
stood up there and said he’d lost 85 
per cent of his sight because he’s just 
a normal guy, no different to anyone 
else.”

Police look into video footage 
of troublemakers at big game 


POLICE are examining video footage of trou¬ 
ble between fans at a big non-league FA Cup 
match. 

Bottles were thrown, brawls broke out, a bin was 
hurled through the air and flares chucked onto 
the pitch at non-league Sporting Khalsa’s FA Cup 
match against FC United of Manchester. 

Video footage shows hooded louts fighting ahead of the 
game at Willenhall’s Aspray Arena, with missiles thrown 
and stewards struggling to contain the violence. 

Trouble started just before kick-off at Saturday’s match, 
when at around 2.50pm a fight broke out between two 
groups in the corner of the ground. 

The troublemakers, who are said to be from the Wolves 
Youth firm, launched an attack on the travelling FC 


United of Manchester supporters. Punches and bottles 
were thrown, as stewards tried to separate them. 

The tension seemed to simmer down, but just moments 
later punches were thrown again, a bin was tossed into the 
air and an orange flare - smuggled in by a Wolves Youth 
member - was thrown on to the pitch as the teams warmed 
up. Around 23 minutes into the game, another orange flare 
was thrown on to the pitch forcing referee Darren Strain 
to briefly stop play. 

United keeper David Carnell threw the flare off the 
pitch, before around 10 police officers arrived and made 
their way over to the far side of the ground. 

There was no further trouble during the game, which 
ended 3-1 to FC United. 

There were also reports of fighting after the match and a 
video shows a large group on the island between Fibbersley 
and Noose Lane apparently being chased by police officers. 


West Midlands Police said 15 officers in total attended 
and no arrests were made. Around 30 stewards were also 
present. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman Deb Edmonds said 
officers were looking at the videos. “Our football unit are 
examining the footage,” she said. 

A statement on Sporting Khalsa’s website said: “We’re 
conscious of the fact that a small number of local trouble¬ 
makers seemed determined to spoil the day for everyone. 
We’re pretty confident these people had to look up ‘Noose 
Lane’ on the school computer during the week in order to 
find us. 

“Let’s be crystal clear, these people are nothing to do 
with Sporting Khalsa, they’re nothing to do with non¬ 
league football and are sadly just something society has to 
tolerate, whether we like it or not.”

Matthew on a mission 
to keep hospital safe 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations includ¬ 
ing inside people’s homes. 

This week we highlight: 

MATTHEW RAFE 

Hospital security 



WHEN you think of securi¬ 
ty, you might naturally think 
of guards employed to en¬ 
force ‘Keep Off’ notices, 
but that is certainly not the 
case for the hospital secu¬ 
rity team led by Matthew 
Rafe. 

No two days are ever the same 
for the keen mountain hiker, 
guided by two principles - hon¬ 
esty and integrity, both of which 
he carries with him whilst on 
duty keeping Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust safe for patients, 
staff and visitors. 

Matthew, aged 30, from Birming¬ 
ham has been working with the 
Trust since 2012, and says that the 
variety of his job keeps him on his 
toes. 

His responsibilities include man¬ 
aging the security team and ensur¬ 
ing that the hospital is a safe and 
secure environment for patients, 
staff and visitors. 

Physical 

The security team provides a 
24/7 service, monitoring an exten¬ 
sive network of CCTV cameras 
and other security systems in place 
across the Trust’s sites and always 
having a physical presence on site to 
react quickly when needed. 

Speaking about his job, Matthew 
said: “We try to stop bad things from 
happening, but when they do we do 
the best we can in that situation. As 
hospital security it is important that 
we are very flexible and can adapt to 
any situation, but the best thing we 
can do is prevent a situation from 
occurring in the first place. Expe¬ 


rience gives me a good insight into 
how people react and often illness 
or injury causes additional stress for 
patients and their families that may 
escalate into a problem if we do not 
act quickly. 

“My job allows me to meet peo¬ 
ple from different walks of life. The 
environment that I work in is quite 
dynamic, but I am trained to use my 
initiative to act very quickly mean¬ 
ing I am able to sort out situations 
before they become problems. 

“The safety of patients and staff 
is my priority. I feel that with this 
job, I can contribute to the care that 
the Trust provides to our patients 
and within this pleasant environ¬ 
ment, patients can recover sooner. 

“Throughout the years I’ve 
worked in the NHS, I am experi¬ 


enced in identifying patients who 
are under the influence of alcohol 
and/or drugs, or displaying anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour or behaviour that 
would later lead to problems so I 
can warn clinical staff to minimise 
the safety risks for them.” 

Matthew added: “I consider my¬ 
self very lucky to work with such a 
great team. Everyone cares about 
doing the best they can every day 
and I feel that without my team’s 
support, I would not be able to do 
my job.” 

Matthew decided on a career in 
security after leaving university 
and missing out on the police due to 
budget cuts. “I first worked in the 
private sector before moving into 
the NHS to a primary care trust in 
2008. I enjoy the NHS because the 


job allows me to make a positive im¬ 
pact on people. 

Married with one child - a son, 
Mason (21 months), Matthew is a 
1st Dan in Ju-Jitsu and is a qual¬ 
ified instructor. He took up the 
martial art at university, and rates 
it alongside mountain hiking as one 
of his favourite hobbies. 

Questioned on who is his hero, 
Matthew said: “My previous team 
leaders have influenced me, espe¬ 
cially Lee Sweeney, who is my role 
model. He’s moved on to the Na¬ 
tional Association for Healthcare 
Security now, but when he was here 
he taught me a lot and inspired me 
to be better every day. I have come 
to develop flexible approaches that 
can help me to work with people 
from different backgrounds.

AN artist known for his paintings of 
the Black Country and First World War 
battlefields has now turned his atten¬ 
tion to sunlight.

LABOUR’S deputy leader Tom Watson was 
accused of acting like ‘Sherlock Holmes’ as 
he was forced to defend his campaign over 
unfounded sex abuse claims against late 
Tory peer Leon Brittan. 

The MP for West Bromwich East told the Home 
Affairs Select Committee that he was sorry for the 
‘distress’ caused to Lord Brittan’s widow over the 


allegations. 

Mr Watson has been 
championing the cases of 
child abuse victims. But 
his views drew condemna¬ 
tion after it emerged Lord 
Brittan had died in January 
without being told police 
had dropped the investiga¬ 
tion into 40-year-old rape 
allegations against him. 

The investigation had 
been reopened last year and 
he was interviewed by police 
while seriously ill. 

Mr Watson was hauled 
before the committee at the 
House of Commons to an¬ 
swer questions before MPs. 

And committee chairman 
Keith Vaz told him ‘You’re 
not Sherlock Holmes’ before 
being quizzed over his rea¬ 
sons behind repeating the 
rape allegations. 

Mr Watson said he regret¬ 
ted referring to the former 
home secretary as ‘evil’ 
after Lord Brittan died with 
the allegations still hanging 
over him. He said: “I do re¬ 
gret using that phrase. That 
was not a phrase that I used 
it was an alleged victim that 
used that phrase. But I do 
regret using that emotive 
language, I shouldn’t have 
done and I’m sincerely sorry 
for repeating it.” 

The committee had ear¬ 
lier been told the police in¬ 
terrogation of Lord Brittan

in the months before his 
death had been ‘unlawful’. 

Det Ch Insp Paul Settle, 
of the Metropolitan Police, 
told the committee he de¬ 
cided the inquiry should not 
proceed in September 2013. 

He said: “On the 4th 
September 2013, follow¬ 
ing advice I received from 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service...regarding police 
applying what is known as 
the code test I decided that 
the investigation should not 
proceed any further. 

“My reason for that was 
that I concluded that any 
action against Lord Brittan 
would be grossly dispropor¬ 
tionate and would not have 
a legal basis as in order to 
interview him we would 
have to have had reasona¬ 
ble grounds to suspect an 
(offence) had been commit¬ 
ted. The investigation had 
shown that whilst an alle¬ 
gation had been made, the 
offence had not been made 
out in law and as such those 
reasonable grounds had 
ceased.” 

Mr Settle said he decided 
not to interview Lord Brit¬ 
tan about the rape allega¬ 
tion because he feared it 
would be a ‘baseless witch 
hunt’.

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Public outcry over pub eyesore 
following second arson attack 


CAMPAIGNERS are call¬ 
ing for a arson-hit pub near 
homes in West Bromwich to 
be pulled down after it was 
set ablaze for the second 
time in six months. 

The Royal Oak has been left se¬ 
verely damaged by arson attacks 
which have left residents fearing 
further fires. 

Fire crews from Tipton and West 
Bromwich were called to the fire at 
about 5.10pm on Sunday evening, 
which involved two end terrace houses 
and an adjoining pub, in Whitehall 
Road. The ground, first floor and roof 
space of both properties were affected, 
with West Midlands Fire Service say¬ 
ing the fire ‘had cause 60 per cent 
damage to both homes’. 

Back in May of this year another fire 
ripped through the empty houses next 
to the pub, with 20 firefighters called 


to the scene and forced to close the 
busy road for more than three hours. 

Great Bridge Councillor Joanne 
Hadley said: “We have been in touch 
with the planning officers who are 
looking to put together a section 215 
maintenance notice to the developer of 
the site, that either he builds upon the 
land or demolishes it, or we do it for 
him and send him the bill. 

“The pub and houses are an abso¬ 
lute eyesore and drain our fire services 
every time they are called out. 

“There are nearby trees that could 
easily be set alight, it is unbelievably 
dangerous. As a ward councillor I 
will not tolerate having the public or 
nearby business put at risk.” 

On Sunday fire crews were sent to 
the scene after Andy Rexha, aged 49, 
was working at the Easy Clean Car 
Wash next door and raised the alarm. 
It is thought no-one was in the prop¬ 
erty at the time of the fire as two hose 
reels, four breathing apparatus and a 


hydraulic platform were used to help 
bring the blaze under control. 

He said: “Black smoke absolutely 
covered the sky, it seemed to come 
from nowhere. The whole road was 
blocked off and cars had to be diverted, 
as were we when we finished work at 
6pm. 

“From what we saw, it was a really 
bad fire. I’ve been told all the services 
were still there around 10 and 11pm.” 

Robert Turton, aged 73, who lives 
opposite the pub and two houses, said: 
“I stepped out the front to put some 
rubbish in the bin around 5pm and 
saw a whole crowd of police, ambu¬ 
lance and fire crews on the street. 

“The fire was in full force. They had 
a cherry picker well above the build¬ 
ing hosing down the roof, whilst slabs 
were falling off and smashing on the 
ground. It’s a nuisance having this 
pub in the street, it’s been empty for 
years and just seems to keep causing 
trouble.”

When the bombs rained down 
on Brum and the Black Country 


THE sirens wailed as nine Ger¬ 
man bombers droned overhead 
before a huge fireball lit up the 
sky as a gas works was hit. The 
war had arrived in the Black 
Country. 

It was August 1940 when the first 
bombs were dropped on the region, 
with Smethwick being the first to suf¬ 
fer from an attack by Hitler’s Luft¬ 
waffe. 

By the time it was over, dozens lay dead 
and homes and businesses were razed to the 
ground. 

The Heinkel bombers returned later in 
November to inflict major damage for the 
first time, the strike on the Corporation Gas 
Works in Rabone Lane was a mere scratch 
compared to what was to come. 

Bombs had begun to rain down on Bir¬ 
mingham for the first time three months 
earlier, with factories in Castle Bromwich 
among the first targets successfully hit. 


MEMORY LANE

At this point, the Black Country was still 
managing to escape largely unharmed, but 
it was widely accepted that it was only a 
matter of time. 

Birmingham and the Black Country 
were among the most important areas of 
the country strategically and, before long, 
factories in Smethwick, Oldbury and West 
Bromwich, crucial to the war effort, would 
come to the notice of the German military. 

The pummelling the Midlands took at the 
hands of the Germans during the Second 
World War has been documented by Steve 
Richards in his new book The Luftwaffe 
Over Brum. 

His mother lived in Warley at the time 
and would tell tales during his childhood of 
German planes crashing nearby and pilots 
parachuting onto the roofs of neighbouring 
homes in what was a terrifying time. 


Her recollections inspired him to delve 
deeper into the West Midlands air raids. 
The book details the worst bombings to hit 
the region, the thinking behind the attacks 
and the effect on ordinary people trying to 
survive amid the chaos. 

Despite being blind Mr Richards, aged 
68, has put the book together over three 
and a half years with the assistance of 
friends. His mother Doris Bannister was 
just 13 when the bombing began. 

Mr Richards believes his mother was 
perhaps too young to truly recognise the 
horrors of war that was going on around 
her, though the loud wailing of the air raid 
sirens never left her. 

He said: “She would look over towards 
Birmingham and the sky was aglow with 
flames. 

“She always used to say when she heard 
an air raid siren on a film or anything, her 
stomach would turn over.” 

If there were any doubts that the bomb¬ 
ers would return after that first major at¬ 
tack, they were well and truly quashed just 


24 hours later when the Black Country 
came under heavy fire. 

In December, the bombers returned 
with force. They carried out attacks in two 
phases. In Smethwick, the W&T Avery fac¬ 
tory’s gun carriage department and Samuel 
Smith Beehive foundry were hit by para¬ 
chute mines. 

Sgt Henry Erskin Bodien and his 19-year- 
old New Zealand air-gunnerDudley Jonas 
flying the RAF plane were among the allied 
men protecting the Black Country. 

One of the aircraft found its mark and 
the enemy plane burst into flames and hur¬ 
tled into a descent. With two of the Ger¬ 
man crew dead, the two remaining German 
fighters took to their parachutes. 

The bombings lasted until July 1942 
when, apart from a lone bomber on a solo 
mission a year later, the skies above the 
Black Country and Birmingham went quiet. 
The Luftwaffe’s assault had cost the lives of 
more than 150 people in the Black Country 
alone.The book is availablefrom www.bir- 
minghamair-raids.co.uk or Amazon.

Brave new take 
on classic novel 



WOLVERHAMPTON Grand 
Theatre welcomes the world 
premiere of the new stage 
adaptation of Aldous Hux¬ 
ley’s classic novel, Brave 
New World, from Monday to 
Saturday.

Sophie wed Korean-American 
writer Rena Brannan in a well-publi¬ 
cised ceremony in 2000, before same- 
sex civil partnerships were legalised 
in Britain and is a campaigner for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der rights. If some say her sexuality 
defines her, she says: “I don’t have a 
problem with that.” 

Sophie plays ‘the controller’, in the 
original novel a man. Feminist play¬ 
wright Dawn King says she wanted to 
increase the gender equality. 

As someone not afraid to stand up 
for what she believes, does Sophie 
think that’s why she was picked to 
play the part? “Maybe I am known 
for being outspoken but I have often 
played quite strong parts on TV and 
in theatre,” says Sophie. “There is a 
real balance with the character. She’s 
so powerful but because of Dawn’s 
clever writing you see that under¬ 
neath it’s difficult being in charge of 
things, it comes with its own price. 
You see her own doubts, her own sac¬ 
rifices.” 

Written in 1931, the ground-break¬ 
ing novel was ranked fifth on the list 


of the 100 Best English Language 
Novels of the 20th Century. The story 
is set in 2540 and depicts a world 
where humans are genetically engi¬ 
neered. Family and emotional ties do 
not exist. 

Dawn King’s script is witty and

We arrived at Piccadilly Theatre in our 
posh frocks, having just enjoyed afternoon 
tea at The Waldorf, and settled down to 
enjoy the show with drinks delivered to 
our seats through a handy service called 
Ordertorium. What a great way to beat the 
queues to the bar. You can either download 
the free app and place an order on your 
phone or wave a menu in the air and some¬ 
one will come and serve you. 

Legendary 

Michael Watson has the perfect voice and 
stature to play Frankie and heads a strong 
cast. No wonder it has drawn stars like The 
Hoff and even the legendary Valli himself to 
see the show. It’s a belter. 

It had been a busy day. First stop was 
the world-famous Kew Gardens. Being 


on a coach was a bonus because we were 
dropped at the door which was good because 
it was raining heavily. Kew is a world leader 
in plant science and conservation and the 
sheer size of the place was amazing. 

It was too wet for the treetop walkway. 
Instead we toured the vast site on the Kew 
Explorer land train. 

Our accommodation during our two- 
night stay was at Tower Hotel which over¬ 
looks Tower Bridge from where there are 
great views of The Shard and the Tower of 
London and only a two-minute stroll from 
St Katharine Docks where there are dozens 
of restaurants, pubs and cafes. 

If you like your breaks to be stress-free, 
coach trips are just the ticket. On our jour¬ 
ney from Tower Bridge that morning we 
were caught up in a jam but the driver’s 
local knowledge meant he did a clever de¬ 
tour and still arrived on schedule. Our final 


stop was a tour of the BBC. The sun was 
shining and I really enjoyed the 45-minute 
journey through the City and into the West 
End. The seats were comfortable and pan¬ 
oramic windows provided bird’s eye views. 
Being so high up, it was probably the most I 
have ever seen of London in one go. We saw 
where the Great Fire of London started, the 
Millennium Bridge and St Paul’s Cathedral. 

The BBC tour includes plenty of fun, 
hands-on stuff, including the chance to 
read the news and make a short radio play, 
complete with sound effects. Through floor 
length windows we watched journalists at 
work in the state-of-the-art newsroom and 
visited The One Show studio, taking it in 
turns to sit on the famous sofa. We even 
spotted the odd celebrity, including Fiona 
Bruce filming outside. It was a fascinating 
behind-the-scenes tour of a much-loved 
British institution.

Joanna is All Shook Up 
in her personal journey 


I f he had lived, Elvis Presley would 
now be 80 years old. 

It may be hard to picture the 
King as an octogenarian, but his 
fans do have plenty of other iconic 
images to remember him by. Some 
will always see him as the young, 
swivel-hipped rocker who took 
audiences by storm in the 1950s, 
while others picture the leather-clad 
veteran of the ‘68 comeback 
special, or the showman of the 
Vegas years. 

For Joanna Lumley, who has been 
a loyal subject of the King ever 
since she bought a copy of Hound 
Dog, his look was part of his 
enduring appeal, and has even 
been an influence on one of her 
own most famous performances. 

She says: ‘The thing about being 
a fan of Elvis is that you just love 
everything about him. I loved the 
way he looked, the way he sang, 
the way he dressed, the 
photographs of him, the way he 
performed on stage...and I loved 
his smile and his sense of humour. 


“I love the fact that he never 
really grinned huge cheesy grins, he 
had a special Elvis grin, and 
I borrowed that for Patsy in 
Absolutely Fabulous...a little tribute 
to Elvis.” 

But now she is on a mission to put 
aside her own image of him and get 
to the truth behind the legend. 

She explains: “My Elvis was this 
young one, before the jumpsuits 
and the big lifestyle. But what was 
he really like? If my dream had 
come true and he had come over to 
England and I had met him, I 
wonder would I have liked the boy 
buried underneath the myth? I’m 
going in search of the youth 
catapulted to fame and fortune.” 

As you might expect, it’s a journey 
that takes in a trip to his home, 
Graceland, where she receives a 
personal tour from Elvis’s ex-wife, 
Priscilla Presley. 

Joanna says: “The TV room, the 
living room, Elvis’s jungle-themed 
den, are virtually untouched. His 
mother’s bedroom is still as it was. 


It’s open to the public, but tonight, 
Priscilla and I will be alone, with her 


However, the presenter soon 
discovers that Graceland is very 
different from the rocker’s first home, 
as she visits a shack that his father, 
Vernon, built for the family in Tupelo, 
Mississippi. “They were dirt poor’,’ 
Joanna points out. “It’s extraordinary 
to think that this was where he was 
born.” 

There will be more revelations as 
she talks to his family and friends, 
charts his rise to fame, and pays a 
visit to legendary Sun Studios, 
where he made his first ground¬ 
breaking recordings. She also 
learns more about how his fans and 
those close to him reacted to his 
tragic death in 1977 

While Joanna will never get to 
meet the man himself, she 
discovers that his legacy does live 
on, as she calls in on another 
famous studio, Abbey Road, 
where a ‘new’ Elvis album is being 
made.

ASX is back in contention 


By John Griffiths 

It’s hard to come up with just one 
reason for the phenomenon, but 
there’s no doubt that the car buy¬ 
ing public’s love affair with ‘cross¬ 
over’ vehicles has made them the 
biggest-sellers in the market. 

It”s probably a combination of pur¬ 
poseful looks, the high ‘command” driv¬ 
ing position and the prospect of some 
off-road and winter weather potential, 
but sales are still growing and so are the 
number of models available. 

Mitsubishi’s offering is the ASX: not new ex¬ 
actly, but now a second generation model with 
a raft of upgrades is now taking to the roads 
of Britain. It does stand out from the herd, not 
least because of its pedigree. Mitsubishi has a 
wealth of experience in producing four wheel 
drive cars and this family-orientated model is 
based on the same platform as the iconic, high 
performance Lancer Evolution. 

It comes with three engine options: a 1.6 
petrol, a brand new and highly efficient 1.6 
turbo diesel and, in top of the range versions 
only, a 2.2 diesel mated to a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

It’s front end is particularly distinctive due 
to its large radiator grille set in a softer, more 
rounded shape made largely with impact-ab¬ 
sorbing plastic panels - saving weight and, in 
the worst case scenario, possibly lives as it is 
designed to reduce injuries in a pedestrian col¬ 
lision. Yet it still has the stronger lines of a tra¬ 
dition SUV, rather than a family hatchback on 
steroids. This is reinforced by the impressive 
ground clearance and protective black plastic 
panels on the lower edges. It’s a full five-seater 
with a light and airy cabin, a family-sized boot 
and it is well-equipped with quality trim. 


Prices are competitive, with the top of the 
range ZC-H - with four wheel drive, the most 
powerful 2.2 litre diesel and automatic trans¬ 
mission - at £24,899. 

At the other end of the scale, the 1.6 litre, 
115bhp petrol front wheel drive model comes 
in at a modest £14,999. The 2.2 auto is nip¬ 
py with a 0 to 62mph time of 10.8 seconds, 
and an official average fuel consumption of 
48.7mpg C02 rating 157g/km). 

During my test I managed a very reasonable 
37mpg on two runs across the West Midlands 
in the rush hour, and 44mpg during mixed 
town and country driving. 

Improved 

Weight saving, has of course played its part 
in the improved performance/economy combi¬ 
nation, as has the advanced four wheel drive 
system. On models which have this improved 
system, you’ll normally be perfectly happy with 
the fuel-saving front wheel drive option. But if 
conditions get slippery you only have to press 
a button and you’re in ‘auto’ mode, where 
torque is automatically distributed between 
axles according to driving style and conditions 
- when the front wheels start to slip, for exam¬ 
ple. Anything between two and 50 per cent of 
the torque can be transferred to the rear axles 
virtually instantly. 

Press the button again and you have four 
wheel drive locked in, for snow or the occa¬ 
sion off-road foray, when a higher proportion 
of torque is fed to the rear, 

Electric power steering and a regenerative 
braking system also help to save fuel. 

The six-speed auto transmission has three 
modes: ‘eco’ and sport plus sport with man¬ 
ual changes via paddles behind the steering 
wheel. In sport mode, the system allows you to 
use the higher rev ranges before changing up, 
and changes down more readily, too. 

But to be honest, conscious of economy I 



stuck almost entirely with ‘eco’ mode as the 
2.2 turbo diesel has plenty of low range torque 
and is impressively responsive to ‘kick-down’, 
allowing you to surge ahead of slower traffic. 

The suspension is longer-travel and a little 
beefier than a standard saloon, reflecting its 
off-road potential, but it is well damped so it 
doesn’t crash over badly surfaced roads. 

The ASX has a longish wheelbase, relative 
to its size, and together with its lighter weight 
this has helped to sharpen up its handling. 
Driver and passengers sit tall with large areas 
of glass under that large, panoramic glass roof 
which adds to the feeling of space. 

Air conditioning and a new entertainment, 
satnav and communications system based 


around a centre console screen, which also 
shows you a rear view as soon as you select 
reverse. There are remote controls for the com¬ 
munications/stereo on the steering wheel, too, 
as well as the simple to operate cruise control. 

The ASX was awarded a five-star EuroNCAP 
safety rating, helped by an array of technology 
to prevent or reduce the effects of a collision. 
This includes active stability control, traction 
control, hill start assist, ABS with electronic 
brake force distribution, emergency stop sig¬ 
nal activation and no less than seven airbags. 

It’s likely the biggest seller will be Mitsubi¬ 
shi’s new 1.6 turbo diesel, which with 112bhp 
and well over twice the torque of its petrol sta- 
blemate, is only fractionally behind the flag¬ 


ship 2.2 auto in performance terms.But it’s 
the winner in terms of fuel and tax costs with 
figures of 61.4mpg and 119g/km in two wheel 
drive versions, and 56.5mpg and 132g/km for 
the 4WD model. 

The boot has 419 litres of space (plus an 
underfloor compartment) which increases to 
1,193 litres if you fold down the rear seats. 

The ASX has purposeful looks which help 
to set it apart from its growing band of com¬ 
petitors and the latest upgrades in economy, 
safety and technology have brought it back 
into contention with some of the newer rivals 
launched in the last couple of years. 

Space, comfort and an upmarket feel add to 
its proven competence.

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Versatility 
and space 
make Jazz 
big winner

Honda’s baby is growing up - in more ways 
than one - with a new Jazz which has blos¬ 
somed into one of the biggest and most ver¬ 
satile hatchbacks in its class. 

It may be Honda’s smallest car, but the all-new 
Jazz’s interior offers the sort of space which puts 
some family saloons to shame, particularly if you 
happen to be a six-footer confined to the rear seats. 

It’s all down to clever packaging, as the new car is a 
sleeker, more aerodynamic shape and less than four inches 
longer than its predecessor. Higher quality materials, new 
technology and a more refined ride convey the feeling that 
this third generation car has grown up in other ways, too. 

Prices range from £13,495 to £17,425 but perhaps the 
limiting factor is that there is only one engine option, a 
1,300cc, 102bhp petrol unit. 

It does come, though, with the option of a manual gear¬ 
box or a continuously variable transmission auto, which is 
actually more economical - enough to promise tax as well 
as fuel savings. 

Although the engine choice was obviously made long 
before the controversy about diesel emissions hit the head¬ 
lines, it will be interesting to see if that has any impact on 
Jazz sales. But maybe Honda thought that a family-sized 
hatchback offering average petrol usage of between 55 and 
61mpg was incentive enough in this market. 

The new Jazz looks sleeker, more sporty,with sculpted 
side panels and a bolder new front end with echoes of the 
larger Civic. But it’s on the inside where it scores, with the 
use of higher grade materials, new technology on higher 
grade models, new seats, and, of course, the amount of 
extra room created in the redesign. The top of the range 
test car with its clear instruments and trim which combined 
touches of leather, chrome and high glass plastic had a 
more expensive feel than its actual price tag 

Its 0 to 62mph acceleration time is reasonably nifty at 11.2 
seconds (a fraction longer with the CVT transmission) but 
even when pushed hard between gears the engine remains 
sewing machine smooth. 

Refined 

Perhaps more significant is that sixth gear is almost an 
overdrive, so that during motorway cruising it’s particularly 
refined for a small car: you’re more likely to be aware of the 
gentle hiss of the large wing mirrors disrupting the airflow 
than of anything mechanical. 

The new chassis and body are light but particularly stiff, 
which contributes to the low noise levels but also means the 
Jazz is light and responsive to steering input. Its suspension 
is tuned for a supple ride yet it resists the tendency to rock 
‘n’roll through corners, an essential in terms of ride comfort. 

The rear doors are large, for easy access, and once inside 
even a six-footer will have head and leg room to spare. 

The Jazz has Honda’s trademark ‘magic seat’ system 
which means the rear seats are multi-adjustable (and can 
even be reclined) to juggle between the demands of cargo 
and passengers It has a generous 354 litres of boot space, 
rising to 884 if the rear seats are folded down. 

The test car was a top of the range EX Nav specification, 
which comes in at £16,325. With its manual transmission its 
official fuel average is 55.4mpg with a C02 rating of 120g/ 
km. But if you pay an extra £11,000 for the CVT version, you 
actually get a couple of extra miles per gallon and a lower 
C02 rating of 114g/km, according to the official test figures. 

The cleanest and greenest Jazz in the range is the entry 
level S model with the CVT system at £14,59, with 61.4mpg 
and 108g/km, which also brings it down one VED tax band 
(from C to B). 

This base model comes with a CD/stereo with Bluetooth 
and remote controls on the steering wheel, electric win¬ 
dows, automatic lights and wipers, stop/start system and 
Honda’s ‘’magic seats’, (those in the rear can recline, too). 
Safety features such as front, side and curtain airbags, sta¬ 
bility assist, hill start assist, city brake and electronic brake 
force distribution are standard across the range. 

Higher up the range features such as electrically heated 
and adjustable mirrors, alloy wheels, parking sensors, and 
the Honda Connect infotainment and connectivity system, 
controlled by a centrally mounted seven-inch touchscreen, 
are added. The EX gets a rear view camera, automatic air 
conditioning, rear privacy glass, leather steering wheel and 
electric windows all round. SatNav is available on SE and 
EX ‘Navi’ versions. 

For me the new Jazz is a winner in the space race, yet 
with only a minimal increase in exterior size it’s no more dif¬ 
ficult to handle around town or to park. 

It may only have one engine option, but it’s one that can 
rival many smaller, one-litre city cars for economy and tax 
efficiency so it’s unlikely to harm the Jazz’s heritage as one 
of Honda’s most popular models.

Garde remains Villa’s preferred candidate, 
though continued difficulties in prising the 
49-year-old’s desired backroom team of Gerard 
Baticle and Bruni Genesio away from Lyon, 
where both are currently employed, is forcing the 
claret and blues to keep their options open.

The Venezuelan’s lack of goals was starting to 
cause murmurings among fans. 

Although he lacks pace, there’s no doubt his 
strength is in the air, and if the Baggies can keep 
putting threatening balls into the box, he’ll start 
to get on the scoresheet more regularly.

Tomasz Kuszczak saved one-handed 
from a volley by Sam Clucas, who met 
Moses Odubajo’s far-post cross with a 
fine finish as the visitors continued to 
soak up pressure. 

Maghoma again tested McGregor with 
a low shot after making space in the area 
for his shot as Birmingham looked more 
of a threat in attack. 

However, the visitors were conceding 
ground and were nearly punished when 
a low cross to the far post was pushed 
just wide by Ahmed Elmohamady. 

Birmingham were then punished for 
giving up possession as Meyler opened 
the scoring after 36 minutes. 

Elmohamady passed low from the 
right side of the area and Meyler steered 
his shot in off the post. 

Just two minutes later the home side 
went further ahead when Andy Robert¬ 
son beat two defenders down the left and 
fed Hernandez, who shot home. 

Skipper Richards 
is charged by FA 

VILLA skipper Micah Richards has been 
charged with improper conduct by the 
FA following an incident in the tunnel 
at the end of Saturday’s 2-1 defeat to 
Swansea.
